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RECENT PARLIAMENTARY PUBLICATIONS. 

Highteenth Annual Report of the Fishery Board for Scotland. 
Part II. Report on Salmon Fisheries. Cd. 200. 

This volume contains the second part of the Report of the 
Fishery Board for Scotland for the year 1899, a notice of the first 
part having appeared on p. 373 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
for 24th ult. 

This report states that the salmon fishing season of 1899 appears 
to have been below the average of recent years in Scotland. 
Returns furnished by Scottish Railway Companies and steamship 
owners as to the weight of salmon forwarded by them in 1899 
show a total of 2,092 tons, the average of the five years 1894-8 
being 2,730 tons. The number of boxes of Scottish salmon sent 
to Billingsgate was 15,411 im 1899, 14,174 in 1898, and 16,284 
in 1897. 

The appendices include reports from the Inspector of Salmon 
Fisheries and from District Fishery Boards, &c., on various 
subjects connected with the Scottish salmon fisheries.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
According to the New York “ Journal of Commerce ” of 6th inst., 
the Stave Lake Power Company, Limited, has 


Machinery, &c. recently been incorporated in Vancouver, B. C., 
with a capital of 200,000/. The Company 
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has acquired a waterfall on the Stave River, 42 miles from Van- 
couver, where power will be generated and transmitted to that 
city. The company will shortly make expenditures of nearly 
100,000/. on a new plant, and the quantity of machinery, appara- 
tus and material which will be purchased must necessarily be 
large. Competition for all the requirements will be principally 
between Canadian, English and American manufacturers. Early 
deliveries, it is stated, will be a prominent feature with the 
company in placing contracts. 


TURKEY, BULGARIA, AND CYPRUS. 
The “ Handels-Museum” of the 21st inst. publishes a résumé of 
various Consular reports recently issued, showing

= -™ notes have been extracted from the article in 
question :— 


In consequence of the recent rise in the 
price of copper, old copper as well as used bronze and iron is in 
great demand in Turkey, and good prices are paid for used copper 
utensils of various kinds. About 270,000 kilogrammes of old 
copper were imported into Dedeagatsch alone in 1899. One 
result of the high price which copper fetches—10 piastres per oke 
—has been that natives are selling their copper vessels and 
replacing them by imported enamelled ironware, so that there is 
an opening for a considerable trade in the latter with the East. 

The ‘‘ Bulletin Commercial” says that in Bulgaria farmers are 
becoming more and more accustomed to the use of agricultural 
machines, and as the coming harvest promises to be a good one, 
Bulgaria should prove a good market for the export of such goods. 

According to the French Consul at Larnaka, the importation of 
agricultural machines into Cyprus is rapidly increasing; olive 
presses in particular are in demand. 


RUSSIA. 


The British Commercial Agent in Russia in a report to the Foreign 
Agricultars! Office states that, according to the “ Commercial 
ote and Industrial Gazette” of St. Petersburg, the 
_ trade in agricultural implements at Rostoff on 


the Don is very brisk this year. The turnover last year in this 
district reached 6,000,000 roubles, of which 2,000,000 were for 
foreign-made articles. 

The ‘* Moscow Gazette” of 4th inst. says that while there has 
been a general complaint that agricultural machinery, such as is in 
general use, either quickly spoils or cannot be repaired at all, owing 
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to the unsuitability or bad make of the machinery itself, the 
“ Warsaw Dnevnik ” puts the question in another light, According 


to the latter, the machinery spoils or gets out of gear more from 
the very superficial knowledge of those handling it, and from the 
ill-usage it thus has to submit to, than from any inherent defects. 
In agricultural classes generally, both among landowners and 
peasants, the usefulness and advantages of various modern machi- 
nery and implements are more and more receiving recognition. 
As a consequence the manufacture of agricultural machinery, &c., 
is being seriously attended to. The insufficiency of hands, attracted 
from the country to industrial centres, is one of the main causes 
of the progress made in the use of agricultural machinery. But 
what is now wanted is to teach people how to use and properly 
handle it, and for this purpose, the writer adds, free courses of 
popular instruction should be periodically established in agri- 
cultural centres. 

NotE.—Owing to the remission or reduction of duties on various 
classes of agricultural machinery, &c., and the increasing demands, 
there is a good opening for British-made articles in this direction. 
What is needed is more extensive advertising, in Russian only, in 
Moscow and local papers of all districts. The advertisements should 
be concise and practical, illustrated, and with price, weights, &c., 
in Russian equivalents. Local agencies and depéts should be 
established in various likely centres, and constant or even per- 
manent exhibitions held in the larger towns, Moscow, Kharkoff, 
Warsaw, Rostoff, Odessa, Kieff, and so on. Travellers, with power 
to accept at once all modifications and adaptations required or 
hinted, should go the rounds carefully to see what is wanted, not 
to offer their own special make, independent of the peculiar 
requirements of Russian methods. Advertising could easily be 
arranged through London agencies in connection with Russian 
advertisement-agencies. Catalogues, well-illustrated, but in Rus- 
sian, and if possible with special reference to Russian requirements, 
methods, or even prejudices, should be freely distributed, more 
especially by travellers and agents personally. The articles most 
likely to command a wider sale are light, portable, inexpensive, 
and less-complicated goods. The main thing is to offer and provide 
what is wanted, and not merely a stock provision of what is made.

SPAIN. 


With reference to the report which appeared on p. 274 of the 

“Board of Trade Journal” for Ist February 
last, it may be observed the Madrid 
Gazette” of 16th inst. contains a notice that an application 
has been made to the Government for a concession for 60 
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years, to lay down upon the highways from Casas del Campillo 
to Valencia, from a point at the junction with the road 
from Silla to Alicante and Valencia, a double line of metallic 
roadway, to facilitate the transit of vehicles, similar to that which 
has been laid down on the road from Valencia to Grao, and to 
collect tolls at a certain tariff. Forty-five days are given in which 
public bodies or private individuals interested in the matter may 
present objections to the concession being granted, and during this 
time the plan, tariffs and regulations are on view in the Office of 
Public Works at Valencia.

GREECE. 


The United States Vice-Consul at Chemnitz writes under date of 
25th April, 1900, as follows: “ Greece offers 


Gas Motorsand + this time a very good market for the 
Ba export of gas motors of all kinds. The 


works of Athens and Pireus deliver gas to 
their customers for industrial purposes at very low rates. The 
Greek mining industries have also increased in activity of late, 
causing a great demand for mining machines and apparatus. It 
will be of advantage to makers and exporters of such machines to 
investigate conditions in the Greek market—i.e., time of pay- 
ment, credits, packing, freights, tariff, &:. This would also be a 
good field for gas stoves. Catalogues printed in French would, if 
sent, be very advantageous. ‘The German papers are calling the 


attention of manufacturers to the above description of machines.” 


OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut, in a recent report to the Foreign 
— Office, states that there is an opening in Haifa, 

Ty; ~~ on a small scale, for British manufactures, in 
the way of carpenters’ tools, locks for doors, 
and other purposes, and the smaller articles of builders’ iron- 
mongery generally, including brass fittings for casement windows, 
&c. The quality of articles of this kind at present to be obtained 
in the country is very poor, while the price is higher than that of 
similar goods in the United Kingdom, and complaints are 
common. 

To command a ready sale, the goods should be of plain patterns, 
and strongly and simply made. A traveller with samples would 
probably succeed in doing business with some of the importers in 
the town. 

There is also some demand for machinery for raising water for 
irrigation purposes. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,441.) 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut, in a recent report to the Foreign 
a Office, states that a British company has just 


obtained a concession for asphalt, bitumen, and 
Se Aayhalt, Ge. petroleum in the district of Lattakia, and 
according to his opinion there is good hope that it will be a suc- 
cessful enterprise. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,441.) 
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JAPAN. 


Under date of 25th April, 1900, the United States Acting 
Consul at Chemnitz, says that the increasing

— tries has caused a large import of leather and 


rubber belts, which will without doubt advance 
in succeeding years, as Japan has not, up to this time, taken up 
the manufacture of these articles. 

The thriving Japanese industries also offer a good market for 
the export of boilers, especially tubular boilers. A great demand 
exists at present for drilling, planing, screw, and thread-cutting 
machines and turning lathes.

Material sidering the question of increasing its capital 

f stock of 150,000/. about 60 per cent. in order 
to be in a better position to undertake extensions and make 
additional purchases of material and equipment.

THE GREAT LAKES TRADE. 


With reference to the article which appeared in thé “ Board of 
Trade Journal ” for December last, p. 672, on the Opening of the 
Soulanges Canal, the following extracts are taken from the recent 
report on “ Shipping and Shipbuilding on the American Lakes,” 
by H.M. Vice-Consul at Chicago, (No. 526, Foreign Office, Mis- 
cellaneous Series, see page 717 of the present issue of the Journal. 

Last year Chicago shipped by rail and lake 221,972,000 bushels 
of grain, and 5,421,000 barrels of flour, and of this only about 
12 per cent. was shipped to Canadian ports, but with the opening 
of the improved Welland Canal, giving a direct passage to the 
Atlantic for vessels of about 1,500 tons, it is expected that an 
increased quantity of grain will be shipped to Montreal and there 
loaded on larger vessels, and it is also thought possible that vessels 
may find it profitable to bring merchandise direct to the Lake ports 
and return to Liverpool loaded with grain and flour. 

The direct imports to Chicago in 1899 were valued at 
2,824,282/., and of this amount Great Britain is credited with 
653,5461., nearly all of which must have come by Atlantic ports 
of the United States, and then by rail, or from American ports on 
the Lakes, and, of course, does not take into account importations 
cleared at the New York Custom-house and then sent on to 
Chicago. 
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The first vessel to pass through the enlarged canals was the 
“Porto Rico,” which made the trip from the Lakes to the Atlantic, 
where she was to engage in the Cuban trade, at the close of the 
1899 navigation season. The “ Porto Rico ” is 220 feet in length, 
32 feet beam, and 21 feet depth of hold, with 8 feet between 
decks, and made the passage safely. 

The “ Mae,” which was also built on the Lakes for the same 
trade, is a vessel of 2,100 tons gross, 263 feet over all, 42 feet 
beam, and loaded draft 19 feet, and being ready for delivery before 
the canals were completed, was taken over the rapids in the St. 
Lawrence, and suffered considerably from the damage done to her 
bottom during the passage. 

The trade opened by the canal, to which the attention of British 
shipowners is called, is for vessels which will pass through the 
canal locks, which are of the following dimensions: length, 270 
feet; width, 45 feet; and 14 feet depth draft loaded, and which 
will trade either direct with ports in the United Kingdom or carry 
their freight to Montreal and there transfer it to ocean steamers, 
and the extent of this trade will depend upon whether British 
vessels can compete with the large freighters which carry the 
grain for the railroads to New York (and the railroads). 

There are now running on the Lakes 14 vessels, which carry 
7,000 tons of grain on each trip, and vessels have been run most 
economically, some having, it is claimed, been able to carry one ton 
of cargo one mile at the rate of 03 lb. of coal, and by these vessels 
towing one or two very large barges, this consumption is reduced 
by about one-half; thus last year one steam vessel, carrying 8,000 
tons of cargo, towing two barges each almost as heavily laden, 
moved 20,000 tons of freight down the lakes at an average speed 
of over 10 miles an hour. 

American vessels, already built or building, of the canal size 
will run through to Montreal, carrying about 3,000 tons of grain, 
which they will transfer at that port to Atlantic steamers and 
British vessels should certainly be able to have a share of this 
business. 

The problem before the British shipowner is whether he can, 
with vessels drawing 14 feet of water, compete with the large 
American freighter and the railways by bringing merchandise 
from the United Kingdom direct to Chicago and other lake ports, 
and returning laden with grain. 

The following may be of some assistance in placing the expenses 
clearly before the owner. A vessel could carry enough cargo to 
Montreal to enable her to pass through the canals and there load 
down to her sea-going water-line, and in this way vessels of greater 
draft but of the proper length and breadth could be used in the 
trade ; it would be necessary to have a pilot on board from Quebec 
whose remuneration would not exceed 1/. per day; the question of 
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extra insurance rates on account of the more northerly latitude at 
which the vessels would cross the Atlantic, and because of their 
being navigated on an inland sea would also require adjustment, 
although the lakes are admirably lighted and buoyed; vessels 
would have to coal at their lake port, the price of steam coal at 
Chicago is at present about 10s. per ton; the Custom-house have 
no charges for entering and clearing, but there is a tonnage tax 
which runs up to 3d. per ton, according to the country from which 
the vessel arrives, but is not allowed to exceed Is. 3d. per annum 
for vessels continually trading; no light dues; the expense of 
loading and unloading is from ls. to 1s. 6d. per hour except 
lumber, when the loading charge is about 2s. per hour; grain in 
bulk is loaded at so much the 1,000 bushels, which varies according 
to the ease with which the individual vessel can be loaded ; towing 
in the rivers can be placed at about 10/.; the docks belong to 
individual companies ; there are at the present time no crimps or 
sailor boarding houses, but if the foreign trade should grow these 
trades would soon spring up. 


DEVELOPMENT OF BRITISH TRADE IN SOUTH RUSSIA. 


Referring to notices which have recently appeared in the “ Board 
of Trade Journal,” reporting organized exhibitions (under semi- 
official patronage) of goods of one country in another country with 
a view to extending the trade between the two, such as that 
mentioned at page 188 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 26th 
April, and at page 338 of the “ Journal” of 3rd ult., attention may 
be called to the report of H.M. Consul at Odessa for the year 
1898, in which the following passages occur :— 

“ Although the highly protective Customs duties in force in 
Russia against incoming merchandise acts as a strong deterrent 
to importers, yet if American firms should succeed in deriving 
commercial advantage from agencies and show rooms, there does 
not appear to be any reason why British firms should not follow 
the example set them by their enterprising competitors in this 
market. I would accordingly direct attention to the following 
extract from a report on this subject written by me in 1897 :— 

“The at present defective system of distributing catalogues, 
to which the British manufacturer is so partial, might possibly 
be in a measure rectified, so as to fulfil its avowed purpose. It 
might, for instance, be suggested that a dozen or two large manu- 
facturers should collectively arrange a permanent show room for 
their samples and catalogues, say at Odessa, and that these samples 


| 
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and catalogues ‘should be sent from time to time to the many 
exhibitions held in various towns throughout the Empire. These 
exhibitions, which are well attended, would appear to offer, under 
proper representation, excellent and economical opportunities for 
bringing British goods before the notice of the Russian public, 
who would thus be in a position, if not to purchase any actual 
exhibit, at least to apply to the proper quarter for any particular 
article suited to their requirements. 

“ At each exhibition a ‘ British Section’ might be established, 
for which space would probably be obtainable gratis or at a small 
cost. The employment of an agent to undertake, among other 
things, the translation of catalogues would, of course, be essential. 
The latter must be, moreover, conversant with the requirements 
of the market and the manner in which business is transacted in 
Russia. Preference should, whenever possible, be given to English- 
men resident in Russia.” 

The above suggestion is approved and extended in a letter 
received from a correspondent in Odessa by the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade under date 27th May 
(9th June), in the following terms :— 

“T have noticed from time to time in reports emanating from 
the British Consulate here various valuable suggestions for the 
promotion of British trade interests in this country, and I beg to 
suggest that Great Britain would only be following upon the lines 
which have been taken by some of her foreign competitors with 
marked success, by opening a large sample room or rooms in 
Odessa for the display of British goods, each section or each firm’s 
samples bearing description and price in leaflet form in the 
Russian language. 

“At a recent meeting of the Imperial Moscow Agricultural 
Society, the Russian equivalent to the Royal Agricultural Society 
of England, it was decided that exhibitions were a great necessity 
throughout Russia, and that such should be organised and held in 
various governments from time to time, and it was further decided 
that strenuous efforts should be made to secure exhibits of foreign 

oods. 
a I feel sure that Prince Sherbatoff, the President of the Imperial 
Society, would be glad to grant space at these exhibitions for a 
special British section, and | would suggest that groups of samples 
— be sent from the proposed permanent sample rooms at 
essa.” 
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The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
copy of despatch from H.M. Chargé @’ Affaires in Paris, enclosing 
an extract from the “‘Moniteur Officiel du Commerce ” of 7th inst., 
which quotes as follows from the last Monthly Bulletin of the 
French Chamber of Commerce at Constantinople: ‘The attention 
of merchants and manufacturers has often been called to the great 
importance of the packing of goods consigned to Turkey. The 
majority of packages on examination are found to be defective, and 
it is frequently the case that boxes containing valuable goods are 
made of thin wood, which splits directly a nail is driven into it. 
Moreover, on the slightest impact the box is apt to break open, and 
it is obvious that this must necessarily offer an inducement to 
thert. When such a box contains valuable articles which would 
excite the cupidity of thieves, it is indispensable that they should 
be made very solid. But solidity alone is not sufficient. The 
thieves’ stock-in-trade ‘has been improved; they can open a case 
and close it again without leaving the least trace. It is imperative, 
therefore, when packing articles of value to make the boxes not 
only substantial, but in such a manner that they cannot be opened 
without leaving behind some trace of their being tampered with. 
Textile fabrics and hosiery are the articles which appear to have 
the greatest attraction for thieves. 

The system which in some cases is adopted of screwing down 
boxes is particularly dangerous; the screws are easily.taken out 
and replaced without leaving the slightest trace. A double cask 
is no guarantee for a cask of wine, unless the outer cask be very 
solid. As a matter of fact, the ordinary double cask is as a rule 
not firm enough; a stave when pressed yields, through the 
opening the barrel is pierced, a part of the contents is taken, the 
hole is closed with the aid of a peg, the stave of the outer cask 
is replaced, and no trace of the theft is apparent. When the 
outer cask is removed, and the loss becomes known, the responsi- 
bility of the carrier has generally terminated. 

The canvas-covered barrel is worse—the canvas is unstitched, 
part of the contents of the barrel is abstracted, the canvas is 
resewn, and the barrel remains in an apparently good condition 
until the moment of unloading. 

In general, all cloth packagesjoffer many facilities to thieves, and 
the same applies to casks covered with straw. Goods packed in 
sacks or bales are easily abstracted. They have only to be un- 
stitched, the space resulting from the theft being filled to prevent 
the bale becoming flabby, and then resewn. 

As a matter of fact, all valuable goods should be packed in a 
solid box, made in such a manner that a plank cannot be lifted 
without leaving behind some very obvious traces.

The Report to the India Office by H.M. Political Agent at 
Maskat, states that the statistics of the trade of Maskat for the 
year are furnished by the Customs farmer, and their accuracy 
cannot be relied on, as it is obviously to his interest to submit as 
low a return as possible of the trade of the port in order to prevent 
would-be competitors endeavouring to purchase the right to farm 
the Customs. 

The total value of the trade is returned at 4,289,600 dols. as 
against 5,372,000 dols. for the preceding year, showing a decrease 
of 1,082,400 dols. 

The imports, including specie, show a decrease of 945,300 dols., 
as compared with the figures of the previous year. 
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Arms and ammunition account for a certain part of the 
decrease. While oil, twist, and yarn from India, ghi from 
Persia, and piece goods from America show an increase, cereals, 
coffee, piece goods, silk, and rice from India show a remarkable 
decrease. The cause of the falling off in the importation of the 
latter article is stated to be due to the glut in the Maskat market 
arising from a large portion of the previous year’s stock remaining 
unsold. 

The exports also show a decrease of 137,100 dols., particularly 
in dates to India, America, and Turkey in Asia, and limes to 
Persia. The cause of the falling off in dates is due to the unfavour- 
able crop of the previous year, caused by the failure of the hot 
dry winds which usually prevail at this season of the year, without 
which the date does not ripen. 

Under other heads, including specie, a slight increase is 
noticeable.

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THE CONDITION OF PORT ARTHUR. 


H.M. Commercial Agent in Russia, in a report to the Foreign 
Office, says that the “ Novi Kraj” thus described Port Arthur on 
the occasion of its third birthday. Unsightly, dirty Chinese 
quarters have, as by a magician’s wand, been either entirely re- 
fashioned or rebuilt in European guise. Barracks, fitted up as 
well as any in the capital, have replaced the former “impani.” A 
church, small indeed, but of Russian style, two popular schools, 
two clubs, one military and one naval, a reading library, three 
printing establishments, a bookshop, and a larger theatre than 
either Haborovsk or Vladivostock, have all sprung up to help to 
Russianise the town. A regular newspaper organ, the “ Novi 
Kraj” (new country), enables the inhabitants to study the pos- 
sibilities and needs of the Far East. The railway starting from 
Port Arthur into the heart of Manchuria is already awakening 
the population from its centuries of lethargy, while, since the 
occupation by Russia, an ice-free anchorage for her Pacific squad- 
ron has been transformed into a strong outpost in the Far East, 
with an improved dry dock, port works, depéts, &c. 

The “ Sibirski Viestnik,” of 3rd inst., states that, from July of 
this year, Port Arthur can be reached by the overland route as

Working trains are sure to begin to run during this summer 
from Vladivostock to Port Arthur, as the southern railroad is being 
actively pushed forward. Passengers who object to sea voyages 
will undoubtedly prefer the wearisome and monotonous journey 
through the whole of Siberia, which, besides, will come cheaper, 
and, of course, they must not complain at having to put up with 
unpleasant changes. 

The “ Novi Kraj,” of Port Arthur, reports the arrival there of 
Monsieur Chaffarjean, member of the French Council of Commerce, 
who proposes to erect depéts of the best Tonkin coal, to construct 
various silk working mills, and to establish a general French 
novelties bazaar at Port Arthur.

UNITED STATES. 


The following is a list of some decisions affecting the application 
Customs Decisions. °! the Customs Tariff and Customs Regulations 

* of the United States, which have recently been 
published by the Treasury Department at Washington, for the 
guidance of United States’ Customs officers :— 


Drawback on articles manufactured from lead. — Drawback on 
articles manufactured from lead, produced from imported ores or 
imported lead bullion, cannot exceed the duty paid on a quantity 
of such lead equal to the weight of the exported articles, 2 per 
cent. being allowed for wastage. 

Cardboard portfolios—Cardboard portfolios, containing litho- 
graphic natural history charts, are free of duty as the usual 
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coverings of such merchandise, the charts themselves being subject 
to duty as specified in the Tariff. 


Consumption taxes in Porto Rico.—In addition to the Con- 
sumption taxes leviable in Porto Rico on matches, oleomargarine, 
and playing-cards (see “ Board of Trade Journal” for 28th January 
last, pp. 224 and 225, and 22nd February, p. 436), a similar duty 
of 3 cents. per litre is also leviable on brandy, rum, and other 
alcoholic liquors consumed in the Island. 


Prohibition of the importation into Porto Rico of neat cattie from 
certain countries, and rules as to the disinfection of the hides of 
imported neat cattle—The importation into Porto Rico of neat 
cattle from the other Islands of the West Indies, Mexico, Central 
and South America, is prohibited owing to the prevalence in the 
countries named of contagious and infectious cattle disease. 

The following regulations respecting the disinfection of the hides 
of neat cattle are made applicable to the importations into Porto 
Rico of such hides from the other Islands of the West Indies, 
Europe, Asia, Africa, Australia, Mexico, South and Central 
America :— 

“ Dry hides which have been salted or arsenic-cured, may be 
“‘ accepted as having been disinfected by the process of curing, and 
“need not be submitted to any further treatment; and abattoir 
“ hides from Norway, Sweden, and Great Britain are excepted from 
“ disinfection. Dry hides which have not been salted or arsenic- 
“ cured should be disinfected. Disinfection with sulphur dioxide 
“‘ may be accepted in case a room is provided which can be tightly 
“* closed, and also in cases where the bundles of hides are undone 
‘and each hide suspended separately from the ceiling in such 
“manner that there may be free circulation of the sulphur fumes, 
“and that all parts of the surface may be acted upon. There 
“‘ should be at least 4 pounds of sulphur burned to each 1,000 cubic 
“« feet of air space, and the room should be kept closed and the 
“ hides subjected to the sulphur dioxide for six hours; or the dry 
“‘ hides may be immersed in a 4 per cent. solution of carbolic acid, 
“or a 1-1000 solution of bichloride of mercury, until they are 
“ thoroughly wet with the disinfectant. Fresh or moist hides, 
“‘ whether salted or not, should be disinfected by immersion in a 
“5 per cent. solution of carbolic acid, or a 1-1000 solution of 
“ bichloride of mercury. 

“ It is further directed that hides of neat cattle, other than dry 
“ salted or arsenic-cured, the product of the countries above named, 
“ will require disinfection as above whenever they shall be shipped 
_ “ vid the ports of any other country; and that hides, other than 
“dry salted or arsenic-cured, the product of any country not 
“‘ named above, if transhipped and actually landed at ports in any 
“ of the countries named, will require disinfection.”

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The above regulations do not modify or affect in any way, any 
regulations concerning disinfection issued under the (uarantine 
Laws of the United States. 


Prohibition of shipment of cattle to Porto Rico from certain parts of

Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 


“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
“ United States of America in Congress assembled, That section 
“three thousand and five of the Revised Statutes of the United 
** States be amended to read as follows :-— 

“Sec. 3005. All merchandise arriving at any port of the 
“ United States destined for any foreign country may be entered 
* at the Custom-house, and conveyed, in transit, through the terri- 
“tory of the United States, without the payment of duties, under 
“such regulations as to examination and transportation as the 
‘* Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. 

* Sec. 2. That the joint resolution entitled ‘ Joint resolution 
“*in reference to the Free Zone along the northern frontier of 
* * Mexico and adjacent to the United States,’ approved March Ist, 
“ eighteen hundred and ninety-five, be, and the same is hereby, 
* repealed, and the full operation of section three thousand and 
“ five of the Revised Statutes as existing prior to the adoption of 
“ such joint resolution is hereby revived.” 


On arrival at any port of entry, or sub-port of entry, of merchan- 
dise from foreign countries, whether dutiable or free, which shall 
appear by the invoices, bills of lading, manifests, or other satis- 
factory evidence to be intended for immediate transportation 
through the United States and exportation therefrom to any 
foreign country, the consignee or agent may make entry, in tripli- 
cate, describing the route by which the merchandise is to be 
forwarded. An invoice showing the value of the merchandise 
should be submitted at the time the entry is made, but Consular 
certificates will not be required. The entry shall be substantially in 
the form prescribed in article 431 of the Customs Regulations of 
1892. Duties will be estimated on the foreign market value of the 
goods, and the consignee, or agent, shall give bond in a penal sum 
equal to double the value of the goods, such bond being conditioned 
for the exportation of the merchandise within six months from the 
date of entry.

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GUATEMALA. 


With reference to the notice at pp. 21-23 of the “ Board of Trade 
Reduction of Journal” for the 4th January last, in which it 
Import Duties. 2° stated that all import duties on foreign 
P * goods imported into’ Guatemala from the Ist 
January to the 30th June, 1900, were to be reduced by one-half, 
the Board of Trade have now received, through the Foreign Office, 
a copy of a telegram from H.M. Minister at Guatemala reporting 
that, from the Ist July to the 3lst December next, the import 
duties leviable will be equivalent to 70 per cent. of those levied last 
ear—that is to say, the reduction of one-half in force during the 
first half of 1900 will be decreased to one of 30 per cent. during 
the second half. 


COLOMBIA—(PANAMA). 


With reference to the notices which have recently appeared in 
f th the “ Board of Trade Journal” respecting the 
—-* 1 © increase of the additional import duty (known 
the “ Commercial Tax”) in the Department 
Pg wm iar of Panama, and especially to the notice at p. 
P 491 of the issue for the 7th inst., the Board 
of Trade have now received, through the Foreign 
Office, a copy of a despatch from H.M. Consul at Panama, reporting 
that the Civil and Military Chief of the Department has suspended, 
until further notice, the application of the increase in question, 
and that the rate of the tax is therefore again fixed at 10 per cent. 
ad valorem, silver currency, leviable on the invoice value in gold 
of the imported goods, in accordance with the Colombian Law of 
the 2nd July, 1894. H.M. Consul, however, is of opinion that the 
Decree increasing the said rate to 25 per cent. ad valorem may be 
re-imposed. 

The Board of Trade have also received from the same source a 
translation of a further Decree, issued by the Civil and Military 
Chief of the Department of Panama, making various provisions for 
the stricter enforcement of the “Commercial Tax” referred to 
above. In cases where the value of imported goods is understated 
in Consular Invoices with a view to the evasion of payment of the 
said tax in full, the offending persons will be liable to the full 
rigour of the Penal Law, and Colombian Consuls at places whence 
merchandise is exported to Panama are enjoined, prior to issuing 
Consular Invoices, to assure themselves that the real and effective 
value of the goods is stated therein.

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RUSSIA. 


The projected construction of a railway between Namangan and 
, Kokand in the territory of Ferghana ought, 
says the “ Journal de St. ” of 
y: May (6th June) to contribute materially to the 
economic development of that district which is abundantly supplied 
with natural wealth. The cotton industry is already very advanced 
in the district of Namangan ; viticulture also holds an important 
place there, but the mineral wealth, the deposits of gold and silver 
on the Tchanak, the Kassan-Saiam and the Naryn are far from 
being entirely explored. The mines also are still worked by very 
primitive processes. 
In connecting Namangan with the railways of Central Asia the 
new line will assure the stability of communication which in the 
spring is often interrupted by the overflowing of water-courses. 


According to the “Journal de St. Pétersbourg” of May 31st (13th 
Sitiine June), the Russian Minister of Finance has 
i dieatealiitien definitely decided to unite in one place the 
— Continental and Maritime Customs of St. 
Petersburg. All the Customs service will be concentrated at the 
Island of Goutouiew, where a special building is in course of 
erection. 


According to the British Commercial Agent in Russia, the official 
Export “Commercial and Industrial Gazette” of St. 
mein tate land Petersburg, of 3rd inst., states that a meeting 
a Fi “ee a has just been held in that city, to consider the 

ey - question of railway routes and tariffs for the 
export of Russian sugar. The latter is exported to England and 
Finland. The export to England is chiefly via Dantzig. On the 
organisation, however, of the export route to Finland wa Libau, a 
part of the sugar freights destined for England began also to pass 
via Libau. German railways then so lowered their tariffs that last 
year a considerable portion of the sugar consigned to Finland 
passed via Dantzig. By the export via Libau, Russian railways of 
course get the full freight, whereas via Dantzig, they obtain only 
four-fifths of the payments received via Libau. ‘The question, 
then, was to restore the latter route. But it is no easy matter 
thus to divert goods traffic. To lower the tariff to Libau, or raise 
that in the Dantzig direction, would simply awaken further com- 
petition, in which Germany would have the advantage, as Dantzig 
is better organised, and local expenses much smaller there than at 
Libau. Thus negotiations were entered into with the German 
railways, to arrange tariffs and share the competing directions. 
The arrangement agreed upon is that Dantzig is to have a!l the 
sugar destined for England, and 30 per cent. of that destined for 
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Finland. The remaining 70 per cent. is to go via Libau. One of 
the Kieff banks has to see to the proper division of the cargoes in 
the sense indicated above. Tariffs were also agreed upon. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, copy 
of a despatch, dated 14th inst., from H.M. 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, in which he 
states that ‘some inconvenience experienced 
at the port of Poti, and the necessity of providing that port with 
appliances for loading vessels having long been recognised, 2 whole 
series of measures has been projected in consultation with the 
official authorities interested in the matter. Thus it has been 
decided to increase the rolling stock of the Tehiatursk branch of 
the Trans-Caucasian Railway, to undertake the reconstruction of 
the outer works of Poti harbour, and a request for a grant of 
money for a thorough improvement of the port has been submitted 
to the Council of the Empire.” 

The question of the exposed and dangerous condition of the 
port of Poti has been frequently referred to in various Consular 
Reports, and H.M. Consul at Batoum, in his last report (No. 2,424, 
Foreign Office, Annual Series), writing on this subject said :— 

“ Again, in December last, another Greek sailing ship was 
wrecked in the roads of the port of Batoum, and about the same 
time, two British steamers met with the same fate in the roads at 
Poti. . . . . . ‘The matter is of such vital importance to: 
shipping at large, that I feel bound to say that the sooner. the 
newly projected additional works are put into execution and com- 
pleted, the sooner will those inadequacies be removed, which 
renders the two harbours so unsafe for shipping, and in consequence 
of which, owners, shippers, underwriters, and all others concerned, 
suffer such heavy losses. The prevailing opinion among business 
people appears to be, that should it come within the bounds of 
possibility to make a safe harbour out of the present port of Poti, 
ships will gladly accept lower freights from thence, provided the 
causes of the risks, dangers, and long detentions to which vessels 
are now so frequently subjected, are removed.” 


NETHERLANDS. 


In a recent report to the Foreign Office on the trade and navigation 
- of Amsterdam for the year 1899 H.M. Consul 


a oo states that that port has done its best to keep 
Preaceee ell pace with the other northern ports of Europe 


in providing accommodation for shipping visit- 
ing the port, and as the whole of the docks are in the hands of 
the municipality, which has always of late years made cheap ard 
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ample accommodation its chief aim, the port has become one of. 
the cheapest in Europe, no effort having been spared to overcome. 
the natural and unavoidable disadvantages of its position. The 
North Sea Canal, by which it is approached, is now in a position. 
to admit the largest ships and cargoes without its being necessary 
to lighter at the entrance. Dock and quay accommodation are 
sufficient for a very large trade. Railway communication to the 
interior and to Belgium and Germany is ample, with very moderate 
tariffs. A new entrepét dock will now shortly be completed, 
which will bear comparison with the best installation yet known. 
Dock and quay dues are very moderate, and the North Sea Canal 
is an entirely free waterway. No efforts can give to Amsterdam 
that position as a transit port which Antwerp and Rotterdam. 
possess, but it is admirably designed as a great depét for goods 
for home and foreign consumption. Distribution to the interior 
of Holland is carried on with great economy and promptitude by 
numberless regular lines of small steamers, which avail themselves 
of the excellent waterways of the country, while the amount of

Shipping and Transport Notes. 


ITALY. 


H.M. Consul at Genoa, in a recent report to the Foreign Office, 
Port-Intprove- states that in 1899 Government and Parlia- 
ments at Genoa. mentary Commissions were appointed to report 
* on the projected enlargement of the port, and 
on the question of autonomy, and the Government Commission 
suggests that a Board composed of a Government representative, 
the Genoa Corporation, and the Genoa and Milan Savings Banks 
shall execute the desired improvements at an estimated cost of 
2,000,000/., and take over for 57 years the administration of the 
port. Government to retain the anchorage dues, but to allow 
20,0007. to 30,0001. per annum for the maintenance and repair of 
the harbour works, and to guarantee the raising of the loans for 
the proposed improvements. The interest and sinking fund of 
these loans to be met out of a new landing tax on passengers and 
merchandise. The landing due to be made gradually leviable 
from 1d. per ton in 1901,-but never to exceed 34d. per ton, while. 
the passenger tax is calculated at 6d., and is never to exceed 10d. 
Should this scheme be adopted it is calculated that the improve- 
ment would be completed in 10 years. 

Besides these contemplated public improvements there aze 
others already in course of construction. One—a customs and | 
bonded warehouse—is being erected by a company to which 
England has supplied most of the capital. The first block of 
buildings will be completed during the present year at a probable 
cost of 225,000. The area covered by the buildings is 2} acres. 
They are erected on 9,585 piles driven 43 feet. The floor space is 
347,769 square feet, storage space 3,907,427 cubic. feet, while the 
buildings have a frontage of 600 yards. The contractor and sub- 
contractor are Italians. Of the material used, nothing comes from 
England. Italy supplies Portland cement from Casale Monferrato. 
Bricks and tiles come from Alessandria, cast-iron columns from a 
foundry at Florence, cast-iron water pipes from Piombino, seven 
electric lifts from Milan, rolled steel (1,000 tons) from Germany, 
electric light and power and nine electric cranes from Berlin, and 
the pile drivers were sent from Hamburg. 

There is another company, working on German capital, building 
similar warehouses which will be shortly completed. — (Foreign 
Office, Annual Series, 2,438.)

PERSIA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Bushire reports that at the end of August 

Trade Routes last the Governor-General of Arabistan and 

‘  Luristan made arrangements for securing the 
safety of caravans between Dizful and Khoremabad, thus re- 
opening the direct route from the Karun to the north of Persia, 
which had been closed for some years owing to the lawlessness of 
the tribes. 

The principal bridge over the Karun on the new Ahwaz-Ispahan 
mule-road was finished on 14th December, and this road is now 
practically finished. It consists of 18 stages, but by doubling 
short stages of 12 miles can be done in 15 days. The two routes 
from the Karun are, therefore, now open, and an increase of trade 
may be expected. 

There was a considerable increase in the caravan trade between 
Dizful and Mohammerah. (Loreign Office, Annual Series, 2,442.) 


MEXICO. 


The “Iron Age” (New York) of 7th inst., in an article on Mexico, 
Port of states that the port of Mazatlan is rapidly 
Mazatlan. coming to the front as the most important on 
the Pacific coast of that country. With a popu- 
lation of only 30,000, a very large business is carried on each 
month in general imports and exports; fully 200,000J. in silver 
bars is shipped out monthly. These ingots are valued at 200/. to 
2401. each, and come principally from the now celebrated districts 
of Culiacan and Topia in the Sierra Madre. The United States 
gets only a little over 25 per cent. of the importations at Mazatlan, 
fully 70 per cent. being represented by Germany. Lately steamer 
conection has been made with Germany, Chile, and even China, 
through the Kosmos and other German lines. There is little busi- 
ness between Mazatlan and the other portions of the Republic, the 
mountain ranges proving an insuperable barrier. 
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HONDURAS. 


A report, dated 23rd ult., has been received at the Foreign Office 
from H.M. Consul at Tegucigalpa, enclosing 
— nt copy and translation of a contract with United 
ways. 
States Commissioners recently approved by 
Congress for the construction of a road, a railway and the naviga- 
tion of some rivers in Honduras. 

The road is to be between the rivers Sulaco and Guayape, the 
railway, between the rivers Sulaco, Humuya, Comayagua, or Ulua, 
and the Guayape or Jalan, and as regards the navigation, this is 
to be of the rivers Ulua, or Venta, Humuya, or Comayagua, 
Chamelecon, and Sulaco, and their respective tributaries. 

Article 9 of the contract states that, “in guarantee that they 
will comply with the obligations they have contracted in respect to 
the construction of the roads, the concessionaires will deposit, on 
the approval of this contract by the National Congress, to the order 
and satisfaction of the Government, the sum of 5,000 pesos, silver, 
in money of the best fineness and legally current in Honduras, 
which sum shall remain for the benefit of the Government in case 
that the concessionaires do not begin the works or carry them 
forward in conformity with what is stipulated in the articles 2nd 
and 3rd, or, if they fail in any of the stipulations of this contract.” 

The sum of 5,000 pesos referred to above shall only be returned 
to the concessionaires when there has been duly constructed 
80 kilometres of road (say 50 miles). 

_ The Consul adds that a special Congress is now in session con- 
sidering a new proposal for the building of the Inter-Oceanic 
Railway of Honduras. 


BOLIVIA—PERU. 


An interesting ments feat which has just been accomplished 
. is the placing of a steamboat of 550 tons on 
— — Lake Titicaca, between Bolivia and Peru, a 
Titicaca. sheet of water 120 miles long, 325 miles from 
a seaport and nearly 13,000 feet above sea level. 
The “ Iron Age ” (New York) states that the vessel was built at the 
Leven Shipyard, Dumbarton, Scotland, temporarily put together, 
and then transported in sections to Mollendo, whence it was 
carried in 22 cars up the railroad, which skirts the steep sides of 
the Andes, to the lake side. There it was once more put together, 
and the boilers and engines installed. The “ Coya,” as the vessel 
is named, is 170 feet long, 26 feet beam and has accommodation 
for 45 first-class and 40 second-class passengers. The distance 
traversed by the steamer is 100 miles, the journey occupying about 
ten hours. The vessel serves as a means of communication 
between the republics of Peru and Bolivia.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


A formal investigation was held at North Walsham, on the 13th 
' - and 14th instant, into the circumstances 
attending the explosion of a boiler at Bacton 
ve act Wood Mill on the 24th April last. 
Explosions Act. Pp 
The boiler, one of the vertical type, was 
made in 1877, and it was purchased by a farmer in the following 
ear. In 1885 it was sold by auction to the owners of the Bacton 
ood Mill, and it was thereafter used to supply steam to an 
engine which turned the mill when the water power was inadequate. 
The boiler was used at a pressure of about 70 lbs. per square inch, 
the safety valves being loaded to 77 lbs., until 1898, when the 
boiler was insured, the pressure stipulated by the policy being 
70 Ibs., and the load on the safety valves was reduced accordingly. 

In 1898 and 1899 the boiler was examined by an Inspector to 
the Insurance Company who reported slight corrosion, but that 
‘the boiler, as far as could be seen, was in good working condition. 

On the 24th April, the boiler was working at a pressure of 
about 60 lbs., when it exploded. The firebox collapsed and 
ruptured vertically for a length of about 17 ins., the boiler was 
lifted from its seat, fell backwards, and, rebounding, struck the 
wall of the engine house, which gave way, and the roof collapsed. 

The Court found that the explosion was caused by over-pressure, 
the firebox having been so reduced by corrosion on the fire side, as 
to be unable to withstand the pressure to which it was subjected. 

That the boiler was not periodically examined by any competent 
person from 1885 to 1898, and that the neglect of the owners to 
cause it to be so examined in some measure conduced to the 
explosion. 

That the boiler was not properly and thoroughly examined by 
the inspector in 1898 and again in 1899, and that the explosion 
was owing to his neglect, for which the insurance company were 
held responsible: ~ 

The Court were of opinion that the boiler was a difficult one to 
“examine in position and that the excellent condition of the shell, 
and of the firebox on the water side, put the inspector off his 


The Court ordeted the owners to pay the sum of 5/., and the 
insurance company to pay the sum of 40/., towards the vosts 
‘expenses of the investigation. 
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SPAIN. 


The British Vice-Consul at Bilbao in a recent report says that

Bilbao-Santander district shows an increase, 
but also the rest of Spain where last year’s production represented 
double the quantity of three years ago. 

Until lately the: raising and working of ores was carried on 
along the littoral provinces, but the large demand and higher prices 
have induced people to seek mines even far inland although the 
quality may not be so pure and rich as Bilbao ores. Mines are 
now worked at Granada and Jaen, and in a short time the mines 
at Soria, Burgos, Galicia, Albacete, and Cordova will supply ores. 
The districts of Guadalajara, Leon, Teruel and others are also 
being investigated, and it is certain therefore that iron-ore mining 
in Spain is augmenting and developing considerably even allowing 
for the abnormally favourable circumstances which at present 
prevail.

Russia (t.e., the quantity of prepared sugar and sugar in products), 
a supplementary computation has now been made out, according 
to which the general production for the current period is put at 
53,369,187 poods, which forms, over and above the 35,500,000 
poods to be consumed in the Russian market during this period 
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(according to the Decree of 18th June, 1899), a surplus stock of 
17,869,187 poods. On the basis of this computation, therefore, 
each refinery is authorized to circulate in the home market 
for the current period, without payment of the supple- 


“mentary tax, 52°25 per cent. of its produce, over and above the 


first 60,000 poods per each refinery ; 9°35 per cent. of the output 
of each refinery is to form the inviolable reserve, and all the 
remainder is to be considered as a free surplus stock. 


GERMANY. 


According to official statistics, published in the “ Reichs-Anzeiger” 
s of 13th inst., the production of raw sugar in 
wiceeaetek: the month of May, 1900, was 7,680 metric tons, 
and of refined sugar of all kinds 108,047 metric 
tons.

_already caused by the malady to the currant crop at 30 °/, to 50 °,,, 
and 50 °/, to 60.°/, to the vintage. Unfortunately the weather 
continues very favourable for the development of the peronosporos, 
which is reported to be spreading rapidly in many districts. 
As both the currant crop and the vintage are liable to sustain 
-damage from the above stated malady until they attain maturity 
towards the middle of August, fears are entertained that a very 
large proportion of both crops will be lost, unless some favourable 
change in the weather suddenly arrests the progress of the disease. 
Sulphate of copper and lime dissolved in water to the extent of 1 to 
and then sprinkled over the plant, is considered. a‘ remedy 
or preventive against the peronosporos; but although this method 
has been extensively adopted=by most proprietors this season the 
‘result has only been partially successful.

; The capital of the East Asiatic Company is 
stated to be-3,500,000 kroners (nearly 200,000/.), and it has made 
a profit during 1899 of about 763,000 kroners (43,000/.). It is 
the third year of the Company’s existence. The shareholders have 
received eight per cent., and the reserve fund seven per cent., of 
the share capital. The Company sold during the autumn of 1899 
two of their steamers, “‘ Cathay” and “ Malay,” to the Russian 
East Asiatic Company. The two companies are toa certain extent 
under the same management, and it is said that those vessels in 
the fleet under the Russian flag have the benefit of “ cabotage ” 
(coasting trade) rights. 

It is also reported that the East Asiatic Company has received 
a valuable concession from the Siamese Government of a monopoly 
for cutting teak over a very large area, and that they only have 
to pay the export duties on teak, and to keep the teak forest in 
proper cultivation, &c. No mention, however, is made as to the 
number of years that this concession is limited to. ‘The Company 
obtained this concession some two years or more ago, and there is 
no doubt that it has been considerably increased. ‘This concession 
is without doubt one of the most important and valuable assets of 
the Company. 

The exports from Denmark to the Far East during 1899 
amounted to 1,000,000 kroners (56,0001.), and the principal article 
of export was Danish cement. 

The Company has also started large saw mills in Bangkok for

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cutting teak wood and other hard woods, and they are now able to 
deliver the wood cut into suitable dimensions for buildings, 
harbour works, &c., in China and other countries in the East. 


It is also mentioned that the East Asiatic Company has 
obtained a convention for running their vessels to the Siamese 
possessions on the East Coast of Malacca. 


SPAIN. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
Commercial . C°PY of despatch from H.M. Ambassador at 
pyrene . Madrid stating that as a further illustration of 

the commercial activity of Spain it should be 
mentioned that two large hotels are projected 

for Madrid. One is to be built by Mr. Ritz, the proprietor of 
hotels in. London, Paris, and elsewhere, on land belonging to the 
Marquess Urquijo near the picture ee: The other is to be 
built. by the Wagon-Lits Company on a large piece of building 
land close to the Chamber of Deputies, set free by the demolition 
of the old. palace A se to the Duke of Medina Calé. The 
papers announce that the .works for both buildings are to be 
commenced immediately. 

It is also reported that within the last few days the Sud-Express 
train, which hitherto has only been run twice a week, now runs 
daily at reduced fares between Paris and Madrid in connection 
with London. 

The time to be consumed by the journey to and from Paris is 
about 25 hours, or 36 to and from London. 


A despatch, dated 10th inst., has been received at the Foreign Office 
5 h from H.M. Ambassador at Madrid, enclosing an 
extract from the “Imparcial” announcing the 
inauguration at Ceuta, on the 5th of August 
next, of a permanent exhibition for Spanish 
commercial manufacturing and industrial objects. This is under- 
taken with a view to promote the importation into Morocco. of 
Spanish products. 

The following is .a translation of the extract in question :— 
“Preparations are being made at Ceuta for a permanent exhibi- 
tion of the products of Spanish trade, crafts and industries, to be 
opened on the 5th August next. It may not be long before this 
exhibition has a valuable influence on the importation of Spanish 
products into the Moorish Empire which at present prefers to draw 
its supplies from other markets. 

The geographical position of Ceuta gives the undertaking a good 
prospect of success. As the place of crossing from one continent to 
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the other, it lies close to cities of importance destined in the future 
to be great centres of trade; it is also in daily communication 
through Algeciras with the railway that connects at Bobadilla with 
the line from Cordoba to Malaga, and in weekly communication 
with the latter place. Spanish manufacturers and traders will do 
well to pay attention to a possible means of profitably enlarging 
their transactions. D. Frederico Camacho to whom we owe this 
—— will be happy to furnish enquirers with further 
etails.” 


SWITZERLAND. 


During the year 1899, says the ‘‘ Moniteur Officiel du Commerce,” 
Ginieemneis the Swiss Government issued licenses to 25,697 
Siiedinen commercial travellers, of whom, 20,065 repre- 

’ sented Swiss firms and 5,632 foreign firms. 

The latter figure includes 3,828 German firms, 1,176 French, 
350 Italian, 173 Austro-Hungarian, 44 Belgian, and 28 English. 
It is interesting to compare these statistics with those of the years 
1898 and 1897, from which may be seen to what extent, in each 
country, the number of firms represented has been augmented or

PERSIA. 

H.M. Consul-General at Bushire, in a recent report to the Foreign 
Office, states that during the year 1899 fluctua- 
Exchange. tions occurred in sterling exchange between 
the rates of 55 and 52} krans per 1/. for bank 
paper. It touched its highest point in March and its lowest 
in August. The fluctuations have at no time during the year 

been at all violent. 

Rupee exchange has varied between 3°65 krans, at which it 
stood at the end of the year, and 3°45 krans for bank paper. 
Rupees in silver have fluctuated between the same limits. 

Considerable quantities of rupees, sovereigns, Turkish pounds, 
Austrian dollars, and other coins have been imported and exported 
from and to Aden, Bombay, Arabian and Red Sea ports. 

No reliable statistics under this head are available, but the 
quantity which has come under notice amounted to Rs. 1,10,92,900 
(739,5271.). In addition to the above, bar silver, to the value of 
about 60,0007. (Rs. 9,00,000) has been imported into Persia via 
Bushire during 1899. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,442.) 
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Trade Notes. 


In the report referred to above the Consul-General also calls 
Debased attention to the debased state ot the currency 
Pee of the country. He states that the incon- 
- venience to which merchants were put on 
account of the unsatisfactory state of the currency has disappeared 
to some extent, owing partly to the partial withdrawal of the 
objectionable and illegal notes called ‘‘ Bejecks,” which a native 
company had put into circulation in Bushire, in contravention of 
the monopoly granted by the Persian Government to the Imperial 
Bank of Persia. 


With reference to postal communication in Bushire, the Consul- 

Post Office General there states that a weekly postal service

: province was re-established in July last by the 

Persian Government. Letters for Mohammerah should be addressed

COLOMBIA.

P at Panama, enclosing translation o a Fresi- 

dential Decree which appeared in the “ Panama 

Star and Herald” of the 27th May, whereby in future the pearl 

fishing business along the coasts of the Republic is to be made a 
source of national revenue. 

The following is a translation of the two articles of the Decree :— 

Article 1.—Let there be established as a (source of) national 
revenue, the exclusive right to fish pearls in the territorial waters 
of the Republic after the methods and systems employed in other 
countries. 

Article 2.—The Government will grant the said exclusive right, 
always provided it be given a share of not less than 25 per cent. of 
the product of the fishing, free of expenses, and the Government be 
advanced a sum in gold on account of this participation. 

The contract which for this purpose may be made will require 
the approval of the executive power to bring it into effect.
